MOTION 





The Westchester Streetscape Improvement Association (WSIA), a non-profit community based 
group, has recently completed the " Westchester Landscape Entry Project” which made capital 
improvements to thirteen (13) strip lots along Sepulveda Boulevard between 80 th and 83 rd Street. 
The strip lots are legal lots that are not tied to adjacent residential lots. 

The streetscape improvements, which included repairing sidewalks, replacing problematic trees, 
and introducing landscaping/irrigation was paid for by WSIA with federal grant dollars and other 
funding it had raised. In an effort to ensure that the streetscape improvements are maintained 
properly, WSIA and Council District 11 have agreed upon several actions to enable transfer of 
ownership of the strip lots from WSIA to the City of Los Angeles. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council direct the Planning Department to initiate and 
process a General Plan Amendment 24/15 and Zone Change from R to PF for all of the WSIA 
owned strip lots along Sepulveda Boulevard in Westchester. 

I FURTHER MOVE that once the General Plan Amendment and Zone Change are complete, the 
City Department of General Services or Park and Recreation acquire the fee-simple strip lot titles 
by voluntary dedications along Sepulveda Boulevard in Westchester at no cost to WSIA. 

I FURTHER MOVE that once the strip lots are acquired by the City, that the City consent to 
their incorporation into a business improvement district for purposes of on-going maintenance.
